The Congress at Washington is voting

Ottawa sends out notice that it may cut off 
all relief money on June 15th, in response to 
information that drought and grasshoppers have 
all but abolished the chance of a crop in one- 
third of the wheat-growing area of the prairie 
provinces.

THE EXTRA RELIEF COSTS 

In deciding to raise the relief allowances to 
Edmonton's unemployed without the approval 
of the provincial and Dominion Governments, 
the city council of course assumes the risk that 
the city may have to pay the whole of the 
extra amount, 

That is, that the money will have to be bor- 
rowed by the city, and the taxpayers have to 
meet the interest bills, until such time as the 
whole question of relief expenditures is re- 
viewed and a final settlement made. Nothing 
is much more certain than that in the long run 
the Dominion will have to “absorb” the whole 
of past and current relief costs, and relieve the 
distressed provinces and municipalities. 

Since the fiscal absurdities of the Dominion 
were largely responsible for bringing on the 
depression and prolonging it, against the pro- 
tests of provincial and municipal authorities, 
Ottawa should foot the bill. And in any case 
there is no prospect that the provincial and 
municipal finances can stand the strain in addi- 
tion to the other commitments and ordinary 
obligations. 

Council will of course urge the Governments 
to contribute forthwith, but has no assurance 
they will do so. On the contrary, Ottawa seems 
to be indulging the notion that the depression 
is over and its responsibilities ended.

LET OTTAWA TAKE ITS CHOICE 

If the provinces and the municipalities are 
to be compelled to provide the whole cost of 
unemployment relief, after June 15th, with no 
assistance from the federal treasury. there are 
only two ways in which that can be made 
possible. 

Money will have to be made available to the 
provincial governments and the municipal 
councils at lower rates of interest than they 
have ever been able to obtain; or these gov- 
ernments and councils will have to suspend 
payment of interest on their outstanding bonds 
and use their tax money to support idle men 
and their families. 

By no system of taxation can enough money 
be collected from those who are employed, at 
half their former rates of pay, to meet the 
ordinary expenses of provincial and municipal 
government, pay interest on the bonded in- 
debtedness of the provinces and municipalities, 
and also provide the whole cost of supporting 
the unemployed and their dependents. 

* Since Ottawa has proposed to stop contribut- 
ing to relief costs at the middle of the present 
month, it is the duty of the Government of 


* 
Alberta, as of the governments of the other 


| 


provinces, to represent these facts to the federal 
authorities, and invite them to say which of the 
possible alternatives shall be adopted. 

If Ottawa will arrange a sufficient supply of 
cheap money, the provinces and municipalities 
can institute a work program that will be a 
welcome deliverance for both unemployed and 
employed from the vitiating influences of the 
dole. If the provinces and municipalities stop 
paying interest on their outstanding bonds they 
can do the same. 

But without cheap money, in ample amounts 
and at unprecedented rates of interest, or the 
suspension of bond-interest payments, the 
provinces and municipalities cannot carry the 
whole burden of unemployed relief. Ottawa 
should be told that, plainly and forthwith. and 
invited to say whether it intends to supply the 
cheap money or let the provinces and munici- 
palities suspend interest payments on the debts 
they already have.

The Passing Show

Yesterday the papers commented on the 
pernicious principle of the federal Indian, nar- 
cotic and excise acts, which gives the police 
officer half of the fine when a conviction is 
made. In this connection I remarked that while 
the intention was good the principle is bad. 

While I was writing a 
magistrate at Richmond was 
commenting on just such a 
case. He not only commented 
on it, but he sentence two 
alleged R.C.M.P. operators to 
a fine of $500 each, or in de- 
fault to six months’ imprigon- 
ment, in a case where they 
acted as agents provocateur. 

My language was restrain- 
ed. He called it “a conspiracy 
of the most diabolical kind.” 

The two men, without denial from R.C.M.P. 
officers who were present, swore that they were 
employed as “under-cover men” for the R. C. 
M. P. Though they denied that they had sold 
liquor or had ever offered prospective purchas- 
ers a drink, they were found guilty of keeping 
liquor for sale. A stock of two dozen whisky 
bottles was found in their possession, similar in 
kind to one that had been sold to a Chinese 
cafe-keeper against whom they had appeared 
as police witnesses. 

They had gone to the Chinese with a bottle 
of moonshine and persuaded him to buy. After 
he had bought the R.C.M.P. came and made an 
arrest. The magistrate in calling the procedure 
“a conspiracy of the most diabolical kind,” 
added, “It is a conspiracy to obtain the moiety.”

Why Tuberculosis Develops| SIDE GLANCES--By George Clark 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Tuberculosis seems to be a disease in which 
the toxins are not at first very virulent. and as 
a result, the disease is of sub-acute character 
and may last over a period of years. The 
tubercles consist of an accumulation of cells 
around the bacilli. The collection of very small 
tubercles is called miliary 
tubercuosis, from a supposed 
resemblance to millet seeds. 
Soon after the tubercles are 
formed, they begin degener- 
ating in the center. 

The progress of the disease 
varies according to the resis- 
tance of the individual and to 
other «secondary infections 
which may be present. When 
the resistance is very low, the 
tubercles may form into ab- 
Scesses, sometimes penetrating the blood stream 
and leading to a very rapid spread of the 
disease through the body. If the resistance is 
strong, an inflammatory area forms around the 
tubercle, causing a fibrous tissue and usually 
the deposit of calcitim preventing the disease 
from spreading into surrounding areas. 

From my own experience in examining and 
diagnosing thousands of cases of pulmonary 
tuberculosis, I feel sure that this disease would 
never become serious if enervation were not 
allowed to develop. Enervation is always 
brought on by bad habits that waste energy. 
These may be either bad physical habits or 
bad mental habits. Physical excesses of all 
kinds tend to lower the physical resistance and 
waste valuable energy. Among these may be 
included late hours, dancing most of the night, 
cooling off too quickly after exercising, swim- 
ming in cold water for too long, playing too 
many sets of tennis, etc. The mistake is often 
made of spending too many hours at brainwork 
or study and using up the energy for mental 
processes which is needed in the physical body 
to digest and assimilate food, or needed for tak- 
ing the necessary physical exercises to assure 
strong muscles. 

Even though tuberculosis is very easily cured 
in the early stages, it may gain a serious foot- 
hold in the body before it becomes noticed, 
and after it does become diagnosed one may 
waste much valuable time in using the wrong 
kind of treatment. Among the mistakes which 
are usually made in the treatment of tubercu- 
losis is having the patient rest too much. This 
is a mistake, because one can only use a limit- 
ed amount of rest at one time. After the or- 
dinary night's sleep, the strength which you 
feel in the morning would only become weak- 
ness if you remained in bed for days and days. 
Weakness from staying in bed too long must be 
avoided if the patient intends to gain strength. 
The victim has been weak for a long time be- 
fore the disease was contracted, and it is im- 
portant that the strength and vitality be in- 
creased. 

Among the causes of tuberculosis may be 
listed a poor breathing capacity, constipation, 
prolapsus of the abdominal organs, eating too 
much food, or eating wrong foods. These things 
may be considered the most important in the 
development of tuberculosis, and the infection 
from the germs is of secondary importance.

ANSWER: It is well to remember that most 
sick people are laden down with disease toxins 
from many years of bad living and these toxins 
must be largely climinated before the patient 
feels much better. Sometimes these toxins have 
accumulated in such a large quantity that a 
change toward a more wholesome diet produces 
what has been termed “A Dietetic Crisis.” As 
the blood becomes more alkaline, it dissolves 
many of the virulent toxins which have been 
deposited in the tissues of the body. As these 
toxins circulate in the blood before being elim- 
inated, they may cause various aches, pains, 
dizziness and skin eruptipns until the elimin- 
ative organs, such as the kidneys, lungs, liver 
and skin, have removed them from the blood 
stream. These disagreeable symptoms are really 
favorable indications and will disappear as soon 
as the poisons have been sufficiently eliminated, 
Drinking plenty of water will assist in this 
process.

A Day in Canccian History 

On this date, in 1874, a special | 
train left Toronto with some 150 
men recruited in eastern Canada, 
chiefly Ontario, for service in 
the then new North West Mount- | 
ed Police. They were bound for | 
Dufferin, Manitoba, to there meet 
the men recruited at Fort Garry. | 
Permission had been obtained | 
from the United States Govern- | 
ment for the men and horses to | 
pass through that country, and so 
the journey was made via Chi- 
cago and St. Paul, thus avoiding 
the long journey by lake and por- 
tage which the Red River expedi- 
tion of 1870 had to make. 

The Toronto * party was under 
the command of Lt. Col. G. A. 
French, afterwards the first com- 
missioner of the force, with as 
his second in command, Major J 
F. McLeod, who was also com- 
missioner later, the name parent 
of Fort McLeod, and who gave 
the name to Calgarry, the second 
“r’ having been dropped in the 
intervening years. 

The train was abandoned at 
Fargo, Dakota, where the march 
to Fort Dufferin was begun.

SOCIAL CREDITS | 
Editor, Bulletin: Recently a 
London paper printed an account 
of a giant new electrical plant in 
Battersea (London), Power is 
generated by steam from coal 
brought in barages up the | 
Thames, and conveyed on belts | 
direct to the furnaces, fed by 
automatic stokers,—-1,200 tons of | 
coal are used every day to pro- | 
duce 120,000 H.P. According to 


the paper the plant employs 22 
men all told, which seems incred- 
ible. Twenty-two men producing 
a controlling electrical plant equal 
to over a million “man-power.” 
Such is the inevitable trend of en- 
gineering science. 

Some years ago I worked for a 
winter in a jam factory, a co- 
operative affair existing as much 
to provide jobs and wages for the 
fruit growers as to make jam. 
The result was the factory got in- 
to a less satisfactory jamb,—ne- 
mesis in the shape of foreclosure 
and its sale to Dominion Canners. 
Two years ago I visited the new 
factory and was shown round by 
the superintendent, a friend of 
former years. As much labor as 
possible had been eliminated by 
means of belts, conveyors and 
automatic machinery. Said the 
Superintendent to my compli- 
ments: “All very fine and effi- 
cient, but can you tell me who, 
with no wages distributed, will 
buy the jam?” 

Still another jamb. and, not hav- 
ing heard of Douglas, I could not 
enlighten him. The only solution 
is, of course, national dividends 

The same London paper con- 
tained an article on the mlik 
stabilization scheme, now in force, 
and under which milk is retailed 
at 28 cents per gallon, with a 
penalty of $500 for underselling. 
The result has been to stimulate 
production. but also, since there is 
no added purchasing power, to 
decrease consumption. And so, 
while hundreds of thousands of 
children are not receiving enough 
milk, an increasing amount must 
be sold to the canneries below 
cost of production 

Such is the inevitable result of 
all price-fixing and stabilisation, 
as impossible as perpetual motion 

Again Douglas has the only re- 
medy, the “just price’, a price 
reduction in proportion § to in- 
creased production, by means of 
free credits issued by the state, 
based not on gold, but on the 
security of the added real wealth. 
Only so can increasing plenty be 
sold at the necessary lower price 
without penalising the producer 
The alternative is a deliberately 
created artificial scarcity, so as to 
raise prices, 

I challenge anyone to explain 
how plenty and profits can exist 
at one and the same time with- 
out the use of the Social Credit 
proposals of Douglas.

First official admission of this fact is necessarily implied in the 
announcement made by the chief official of the National Recovery 
Act that manufacturers of cotton textiles are piling up their pro- 
ducts in excess of sales; and that this excess cannot be financed. 
Therefore it is directed that the quantity of textiles now being 
manufactured be reduced twenty-five percent until further order 


The reply of the Trade Union in which the cotton factory oper- 
atives are associated is that this order inflicts a direct w age re- 
duction of twenty-five per cent; that the entire loss falls upon 
the workers; and that a general strike of cotton workers will be 
called on the day the production reducing order is put into force. 


There is only one way out of the deadlock, and that is to make 
trade agreements with nations who are buyers of cotton products, 
This would involve tariff adjustments and reductions. The tariff 
people are at Washington fighting desperately and apparently suc- 
cessfully against any measure giving the President power to 
adjust tariffs. The risk of revolution is definitely preferred to 
any extension of international trade. Commodities must be mov- 
ed or revolution will come; but entrenched greed will not do any- 
thing or permit anything to be done. The limit of the load to be 
borne by the public before revolution breaks out will be ascer- 
tained. 


The trouble with the revolution is that the same forces which 
start it cannot stop it. In the interval of time occupied by the 
revolution there is always a redistribution of political power irres- 
pective of the success or failure of the revolution; and the people 
concerned in the start-can seldom be found at the finish 


The tariff forces will not compromise; the financial forces will 
not compromise; the labor forces will not compromise; the un- 
employed forces have nothing to compromise with. Unless two of 
the first three forces agree to a compromise revolution in the 
United States is not only inevitable, it is here with the labor 
strikes as the opening moves. 


While a revolution will not originate in Canada so far as can 
be seen at present, there is the unfortunate condition that revo- 
lutionary fire spreads and gets out of control internationally as 
well as nationally, Russia and China and communism spreading 
with revolutionary force into China from Russia prove this fact. 

The imperatively necessary course in Canada is to hold a 
Dominion general election and give the voters a chance to select 
a government to their own liking. The actual contact with the 
views of the voters will pave the way to a re-opening of com- 
merce. Until this comes there can be no movement of commod- 
ities on the scale necessary to create a factor in national recovery.
